A new project called Social Action 
Theatre will be performed on campus next 
semester under the direction of S. Ginnie 
Spiegel, assistant professor of psychology 
at Clarke. 

The idea for this type of a theater per- 
formance came from one of Spiegel's 
psychology classes.
